Sawdust seems almost as worthless 
a substance as one can think of, and 
yet it is an important article of trade 
in New York, as the following figures 
show; In New York there are about 
500 venders of sawdust, having a cap- 
ital of $200,000 invested, and doing a 
business amounting to more than $2, - 
000,000 annually. Forty years ago 
the mills were glad to have sawdust 
carted away; twenty-five years ago it 
could be bought for 50 cents a load, 
but the price has increased, and now 
it brings $3 50 a load at the mill.“ 


The New York Star professes to 
know that the true inwardness of the 
Morey letter is about to be divulged. 
It says: There will doubtless be 
music in the air wheu the whole story, 
with its extraordinary details and sur- 
roundings, gets out. Meanwhile the 
people can afford to wait patiently 
and watch, for it seems likely to 
prove—when it does come—the live- 
liest kind of political circus seen in 
several years. 


The furnaces of Eureka, Nev., give 
out-vile smelling fumes from the de- 
composition of base ores.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. XXVII.—An Act to restore lost 
records. 


[Approved February 16, 1881. ] 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. In all cases where the 
records of any judgments, or other 
records of any Court, of either general 
or limited jurisdiction in this State, 
have been lost or destroyed, and the 
said judgments have not expired by lim- 
itation, the same may be restored and 
replaced, and become the records of sid 
Courts, in the manner prescribed in this 
Act 


Suc. 2. Where any record vf any 
Court in this State has been lost, de- 
stroyed, or defaced so that its centents 
cannot be distinguished, the same may 
be restored by any party interested by 
making and filing an affidavit in said 
Court, whose record it is preposed to 
restore, and then said affliavit shall set 
forth the nature of the action, demand 
or claim*upon which said lost, destroyed 
or defaced record of judgment was ob- 
tained, the amount or character of judg- 
ment, and costs, as near as it can be as- 
certained, at out the date of the entry of 
the same, the time and manner ot its 
loss or destruction, aud that said judg- 
ment has not been satisfied or paid, and 
that there is due and owing from the 
judgment debtor upon said judgment 
amount stated in the affidavit, and that 
the restoration of said record or records 
is necessary to secure the legal rights of 


n the making and filing of 

vit, the Court shall there- 
upon issue a citation to all parties inter- 
ested, notifying them to appear and 
show cause why the record referred to 
in said case should not be restored, and 
that in said notice or citation shall be 
set forth that the motion to restore said 
lost record is based upon affidavit on 
file in said Court, and if the hearing of 
said case is before the District Court, ten 
days notice shall be given to all parties 
interested, or if the same is before a 
Justice's Court, not less than five nor 
more than ten days’ notice shall be re- 

quired. 

Sr. 4. When parties upon whom ci- 
tation is required to be served reside out- 
side of the county, but within this State, 
service shall be made in the same man- 
ner as is prescribed by law for the ser- 
vice of summons in civil actions in this 
State, and upon a citation issued from a 
Justice’s Court under this Act, the ser- 
vice of the same upon parties resid.ng 
out of the county, but within the State, 
shall be in the same manner as that re- 
quired for the service of summons in 
civil actions in the District Courts, and 
where the parties upon whem service is 
required to be made reside out of this 
State, service shall be made by publica- 
tion, in the same manner as is required 
for service of summons in civil cases in 
the Courts of this State. 

Sec. 5. In all cases under this Act 
the ies interested shall, upon said 
motion, have an opportunity of appear- 

ing and using counter affidavits and 

contesting said application, and if it ap. 
pear to the Court at the hearing that the 
record in said case is lost, destroyed or 
defaced, and what its contents were, it 
may then make, order, or cause to be 
mude, a new roll or record, correspond- 
ing to the old one as near as can be 
done, and enter the same as of record in 
said Court, and the matter thus substi- 
tuted will thenceforward be received in 
all Courts and given in all respects the 
same effect as though it were the orig- 
inal record. 

Seo. 6. Where any record of a judg- 
ment has been restored under this Act, 
said judgment shall not continue or ex- 
tend beyond the limitation prescribed 
by law at the time the original judgment 
so restored was entered. 

Sec. 7. This Act shall be in force and 
take effect from and after its passage.

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FERGCSON'S BRAVE BOY. 


His Daring Efforts to Save His Father 
From Drowning, 


The Trackee Republican of this 
morning contains the following addi- 
tional particulars of the drowning of 
Ferguson and Childs io the Truckee: 
“Between four and. five o'clock in the 
atterooon Mr. Childs fell into the 
waste gate ot the dam on the right 
hand side of the river. Mr. Ferguson 
handed his pike pole to the drowning 
man, which he grasped, and by his 
struggles caused Mr. Ferguson to 
lose his fouting, when he also slipped 
into the water. Mr. Ferguson's two 
little boys were playing oo the bank 
of the river, and one of them says that 
the last he saw of his father he was 
trying to keep Childs away from him, 
and was attemptiog to swim to the 
shore. The elder boy; named David, 
seeing his father’s danger, and though 
but eleven years of age, promptly 
sprang into the water for the purpose 
of rendering him assistance. The 
boy went in till the water went over 
his bead. The current being swift 
and strong, took up the boy and car- 
ried him a considerable distance down 
the stream and finally brought him up 
against a large rock a few feet from 
the shore. He struggled a few mo- 
ments and managed to grasp the limb 
of a bush growing bear, and pulled 
himself ashore. Nothing daunted by 
the rough handling and narrow es- 
cape he already had, he immediately 
proceeded up the river, and procuring 
a large flat boat, started down the 
river in the same, accompanied by his 
little brother. He intended to run it 
over the dam, and endeavor to save 
his father by assisting him in the 
boat. His younger brother, seeing 
what the other intended to do, be- 
came frightened and commenced to 
scream, begging bim not to run the 
boat over the dam. He complied 
with the request, and headed the 
boat for the opposite shore, which he 
reached safely, The two boys then 
hurried to give the alarm, The won- 
der of all the men who saw the place 
is how the boy managed te get across 
the river in the large and uowleldy 
The curreat is very strong, 
aod it is hard work for a man to man- 
age a boat of any kind, It is well 
that the bog changed his mind about 
running the boat over the dam. Had 
he done so, instead of recording the 
death of two men by drowning, in all 
human probability we would have 
been called upon to record the death 
ot two boys also. David Ferguson is 
entitled to the greatest credit for his 
heroic conduct, Nv tribute that the 
pen could pay would be sufficient to 
give him full credit. Anyone who is 
acquainted with the treacherous qual- 
ities of Truckee river caa fully uoder- 
stand the risk which the young hero 
ran, and the danger he was in. Im 
thediately after the alarm was given 
men hastened to the dam with boats, 
ropes and pike poles and commenced 
a thorough and systematic search for 
the bodies of the two men. All night 
long they kept large fires burning oo 
the bank of the river to aid them in 
the search, but no trace of the bodies 
could be found. The search was kept 
up all day Thursday and yesterday. 
It was thought that the body of Mr. 
Ferguson was still in one of the eddies 
below the dam. Thursday afternoon 
a thorough search of all these was 
made, but without success. Large 
charges of giant powder were explo- 
ded both on the surface of the water 
as well as underneath, in the hope 
that it would raise the bodies if they 
were still there, but they failed to 
bring them. It is not at all probable 
that either of the bodies remain im- 
mediately below the dam, but both of 
them were undoubtedly carried duwn 
the stream. One of the boys says 
that he saw the body of Childs ia the 
eddy below the dam, with the face 
down and a stick of wood grasped in 
his hands, aod that it went down the 
river. He did not see his father's 
body. The water was shut off in the 
river by lowering the gates in the va- 
rious dams between Camp 16 and 
Lake Tahoe, which greatly facilitates 
the search. The river is being thor- 
vughly dredged, but up to the time of 
going to press, neither of the bodies
